The slanting rays of the setting sun 
are gliding with golden hues the twin 


spires of the great Cathedral of Notre 


Dame in Paris. Down below in the 
Champs Elysees throngs of people are 
making merry. It is the eve of the 
coronation of the great Napoleon. In 
his chamber at the Tuileries, Pius VII, 
forced by the emperor to Paris, is 
kneeling in prayer.

Ingeburga Appeals To Rome 


The curtain of the centuries is rais- 
ed. It is an August day in 1193 at 
Amiens, France. With stately cere- 
mony and amid the rejoicing of the 
people, Phillip II is plighting his 
deathless troth to his queenly bride, 
the daughter of Canute VI, King of 
Denmark. In the presence of William 
of Champagne, the Archbishop of 
Reims, before the altar of the Lord, 
Phillip promises to take Ingeburga for 
his lawful wife, to have and to hold, 
from this day forward, for better or 
for worse, for richer or for poorer, in 
sickness and in health, until death do 
them part. 


The very day after the wedding, 
however, his fancy changes. The 
lovely queen, who had left the royal 
palace in Denmark to come at his in- 
vitation and live as his queen in a 
strange land among a people speak- 
ing an alien tongue, he wishes to cast 
ruthlessly aside. He summons the 
Council of Compiegne, and demands 
a declaration of nullity of his mar- 
riage. The assembly of complaisant 
barons and bishops accedes to his de- 
mand. Phillip, trumphant, marries 
his new inamorata, Agnes de Meran, 
The queen is imprisoned in the cha- 
teau at Etampes. Deserted and alone; 
far from her father’s home, Ingebur- 
ga finds herself without a single pow. 
erful friend in all France. 


In this crisis she turns instinctively 
towards Rome. In her broken French 
she cries: “I appeal from the verdict 
of the Council of Compiegne to the 
Vicar of Christ, the Protector of de- 
fenseless womanhood everywhere.” 
That cry of Ingeburga from her pris- 
on at Etampes was heard across the 
Alps by the sentinel on the watch 
towers of the Vatican. Without a 
moment's hesitation, Pope Innocent 
III threw himself into the unequal 
struggle on the side of truth and jus- 
tice and in defense of the rights of 
womanhood. Into the face of the lust-

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CHRIST THE KING | 


Today is the feast of Christ 
the King, a feast, as our read- 
ers know, which was institut- 
ed by the reigning Pontiff in 
1925 to testify anew to the au- 
thority of Our Lord over all 
nations and all peoples, and to 
beg the King of Kings to aid 
in the establishment of “the 
Peace of Christ in the Reign 
of Christ.” 

In promulgating the Feast 
of Christ the King, the Holy 
Father said: “The rebellion of 
individuals and of nations 
against the authority of Christ 
has produced deplorable ef- 
fects. . . the seeds of discord 
sown far and wide; those bit- 
ter enmities and rivalries be- 
tween nations, which still hin- 
der so much the cause of 
peace ; 
which is so often hidden under 
a pretense of public spirit and 
patriotism, and gives rise to 
go many private quarrels; 
blind and immoderate selfish- 
ness, making men seek noth- 
ing but their own comfort and 
advantage, and measure ev-

Vienna-—The remarkable cir- 
cumstances under which Chancellor 
Dolifuss escaped assassination have

vened with a visible hand to protect 
the life of a man who, being at the:

A Cathedral Son 


The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Thomas M. 
Conroy was born in Richmond, Ind., 
March 8, 1877, the son of James 
and Mary (Fitzgerald) Conroy. His 
family moved to Fort Wayne a 
few months after his birth and has 
made its residence here since. He 
received his grade school education 
in the Cathedral school. From early 
years he served as an acolyte in 
the same church in which he re- 
ceived first Holy Communion, was 
confirmed, ordained, of which he 
eventually became rector and where 
he received the Papal distinction 
placing him in the ranks of the 
diocesan monsignori. 

Five years were spent in pursuit 
of the classical course at St. Jos- 
eph’s College, Collegeville, Ind. Fol- 
lowing this in September, 1896, he 
began a two years’ course in the 
study of philosophy, and later three 
years in theology at Mt. St. Mary- 
of-the-West Seminary, Cincinnati, 
O. June 21, 1901 he was ordained 
priest by the Most Rev. Herman 
Joseph Alerding, D. D., fourth Bis- 
hop of Fort Wayne, at the Cathe- 
dral of the Immaculate Conception. 
He was a member of the first class 
ordained by the Bishop whose con- 
secration took place Nov. 30, 1900. 

Msgr. Conroy’s initia) assignment 
was pastor of Immaculate Concep- 
tion church, Portland, and its mis- 
sion, St. Ceeilia’s, Geneva, July 1, 
1901 te June 1, 1902. Transferred 
to St. Mary’s church, Anderson, 
June 8, 1902, he remained there till 
appointed pastor of St. Rose’s 
church, Monroeville, August 21, 
1904. After three years in Monroe- 
ville he became pastor of St. Ber- 
nard’s church at Crawfordsville, 
taking a prominent part in the re- 
ligious and civic life of the ecom- 
‘munity. Twice he served as presi- 
dent of the Quintenon club, a liter- 
ary organization of high standing 
which had among its outstanding 
members Gen. Lew Wallace, In- 
diana author; Federal Judge A. B. 
Anderson and Dr. MacIntosh of 
Wabash College. 

June 8, 1921 following the death 
of the Rev. John R. Quinlan, Father 
Conroy was transferred by Bishop 
Alerding to his home city as rec- 
tor of the Cathedral where he be- 
came the sixth pastor in a period 
of nearly a hundred years. 

Upon assuming the duties of the 
pastorate of the Cathedral, twelve 
years ago, Msgr. Conroy completed 
the liquidation of the former heavy 
indebtedness, also making exten- 
sive improvements in the sacred 
edifice withovt incurring new in- 
debtedness. One of the finest pipe 
organs in this section of the coun- 
try was installed, a new terrazzo 
floor laid, the entire building re- 
frescoed, new pews and pulpit fur- 
nished. Through his efforts three 
magnificent hand-carved memorial 
altars were obtained. the sacristy 


enlarged, an entire new lighting 
System mstalled and a notable col- 
lection of vestments provided, the 


‘old rectory was razed and its site 
'beautified. The former residence of

Mexican National 
University Dispute

Mexico City.—The sore spot of

And 
sure enough we did. Five pages of 
it, including the picture of our good 
Holy Kather who instituted this 
Feast of Christ, the King, at the 
close of the Jubilee Year of 1925. 
He felt the evil of our time was 
Laicism, which the Rev. J. L. Mc- 
Govern, S. J., who wrote the article 
which appears in the Catholic 
Monthly, tells us means “the re- 
jection by nations, by civil authori- 
ties, by individuals, of the reign of 
Jesus Christ. Coincident with the 
resulting chaos are the errors, dis- 
satisfaction and general unhappi- 
ness that fill thousands of lives, the 
destruction of the home through 
‘divorce and economic dissension, 
the arrogance of wealth and power, 
the mockery of the masses, and 
the lawlessness of those to whom 
has been entrusted the enforcement 
of the law.”

In Their Glory 


When we read our daily mail 
often our eyes are dimmed with 
rushing tears, which of course we 
blink away, because we want to see 
what follows. Maybe the sequel is 
joy, or at least contentment. Hon- 
esty compels the admission that 
more often it is resignation, and 
a bitterness and rebel- 
ion, 

To you, our dear friends far and 
near, we feel indebted for the 
privilege of being unable to forget 
life is not a playtime nor a garden 
filled with perpetual gaiety. Daily 
you remind us that life is a strug- 
gle. With anguish in your words, 
you tell us there is sin in the world, 
there is sorrow and tragedy, there 
is strife and malice, and there is 
selfishness, 

THE CRUX 

There! We have the crux of the 
whole situation. We are selfish. 
Thinking of ourselves, we forget 
God. Loving ourselves, we neglect 
to love Him. Seeking ourselves, we 
slight our loved ones. Reaching— 
and over-reaching with all 
thought for our own betterment, 
we trample our neighbor. 

Then, what happens? A dark 
look, to be sure. A snappy word, 
is it surprising? An angry protest. 
Only a saint wouldn’t. 

But what about the saint; in 
fact, the vast army of the Church 
triumphant? The saints had feel- 
ings ‘just like the rest of us. They 
mastered their unruly impulses, 
but exercised their holy emotions. 
The saints had passions making 
bold demands the same as the sin- 
ners. They conquered—some not 
easily, but after long struggles, and 
violent contests. Conquering, they 
had peace. They didn’t say: “Oh, 
what's the use? The line of least 
resistance... We are just weak 
anyway... God will forgive... 
He doesn’t expect much of us... 
We will have our fling, then we 
will go to Canossa (do penance).” 


BLACK SINNERS 


True, there were some black sin- 
ners who became radiant saints. 


.|These are our hope. But we may 
‘tcling to a mirage if we postpone. 


We have often noticed in reading 


‘|the lives of these erstwhile wicked 
‘tones that when they repented, it 


was a complete turnover. They 
didn’t shilly-shally. On the con- 
trary, they cried aloud their need 
of salvation, and made generous 
atonement with hearts bursting 
with sorrow for sin. Sincere sorrow 
fosters sincere resolution, Making 
due allowance for the weakness of 
human nature, if we study the hu- 
man heart well we are bound to 
conclude, if there is a strong aver- 
sion for a — or a thing, there 
is a natural turning from that per- 
son or thing. This natural propen- 
sity may constitute a sin or a vir- 
tue. If one, through natural antag- 
onism permits uncharitableness to 
creep into the heart, that is a sin, 
though perhaps not a grave one. It 
is what one may style an antipathy 
for a certain neighbor. But if one 
loathes sin, and desires to avoid a 
creature who is & source of mortal 
sin, or a place which is a proximate 


occasion, that person and that 
place will be left alone. This con- 
stitutes resolution. Sincere resolu- 
tion of amendment when confessing 
one’s sins would mean greater pro- 
gress in serving God. Not that the 
soul may not again sin through hu- 
man weakness, but with each 
strong resolution and each humble 
confession, and each *worthy Holy 
Communion, there would be a pro- 
gression in spirituality, an increase 


will, and a more earnest desire to 
please God, because in Him is life, 
in Him is peace, and in Him alone 
may be found the glory that lasts, 
the delight that never wanes, and 
the absorption that dissolves self.

If they 
do not use the whisk-broom of 
prayer every day, both morning 
and night, and other times during 
the twenty-four hours when the 
devil throws his dirt, they are apt 
to shed their glory.

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Joseph Schrembs, Bishop of Cleve- 
land and Episcopal Chairman of the 
Department of Lay Organizations, 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, said in an address delivered 
recently at the thirteenth annual 
convention of the N. C. C. M. 

Speaking at the opening session 
in the Florentine Room of the Con- 
gress Hotel, Bishop Schrembs said 
the N. C. C. M. might well apply 
the national mottoes, “E Pluribus 
Unum” and “In God We Trust” to 
its own program.

Bishop Schrembs praised the pre- 
sentation of the aims and ideals of 
the Men’s Council in an address by 
the Very Rev. Dr. John J. Burke, 
C.S.P., General Secretary of the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence. Father Burke’s address, read 
to the convention by the Rev. Mich- 
ael J. Ready, Assistant General 
Secretary of the N. C. W. C., stres- 
sed the fact that the success of all 
corporative effort in the Catholic

Praise For Administration 


At the outset of his address, 
Bishop Schrembs recalled that the 
efforts of the American Constitu- 
tional Convention were unsuccess- 
ful until Benjamin Franklin called 
attention to the fact that Divine 
Guidance had not been sought.

Few Annulments 


Hostile critics often picture the Ro- 
man Rota as granting annulments 
with so lavish a hand as to destroy at 
least in practice the permanence of 
the marital bond. They do not know 
with what painstaking care that Tri- 
bunal investigates every case, nor the 
infrequency with which an annulment 
is granted. Thus, during a recent 
five-year period, this court which 
hears cases for the whole world, 
granted only 98 decrees of nullity. 
Compare this with the record in our 
own country where approximately 
150,000 divorces are granted in a sin- 
gle year! 

Can any fair-minded person in the 
light of the actual evidence honestly 
say that the Church’s practice in re- 
gard to the safeguarding of the mar-

No dryad 
on the mountain, no nereid in the 
laughing sea or Diana at the chase 
with quiver and bow could affect the 
queenly grace and divine wardenship 
which was the charm of Mary. Her 
face was illuminated by an inner 
light unknown to Venus or Juno, and 
Mary survives to the latest genera- 
tion as the gentlest name in history.”

We shall omit here a recital of 
Luther's cruelty towards the peas- 
ants whom he instigated to rebel- 
lion, resulting in the slaughter of 
ao many thousands; and of the 
effect of his teaching on civil rulers 
of his day. He acted as a puppet 
and s ant towards princes who 
went along with him, but de- 
nounced in most vehement terms, 
and strove to create a spirit of re- 


torians without number, praise the 
pre-Reformation era, despite the 
great room there was tor mmprove- 
ment in the lives of people, both 
lay and clerical. Their praises of 
the Mother Church in the pre- 
Reformation era is warranted even 
though great evils existed, because 
these evils were for the most part 
not traceable to the Church or her 
representatives, but to emperors, 
kings and princes, who had too 
much influence within the Charch. 
Kings and princes demanded the 
right to nominate Bishops and 
Abbots, and for several centuries 
they invested them with the in- 
signia of their authority, because 
they regarded them as feudal lords 
or subordinate civil rulers. It was 
quite natural for ambitious and 
avaricious civil rulers to nominate 
for these positions men who were 
particularly devoted to them re- 
gardiess of either their ability or 
their character. In fact, the anti- 
Popes, to which history refers, owe 
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bellion among the people, towards 
the princes who opposed him in 
any manner. His attitude was 
quite similar towards the Pope and 
Papal Legates. In the hope that 
he might not be rebuked when 
called to appear before the Pope 
or any of his delegates he flattered 
them and expressed his regret that 
he had displeased them by his radi- 
eal preaching; but when he was 
rebuked and requested to follow a 
more prudent course he at once be- 
came abusive and withdrew all 
-tthat he bad seemingly promised. 


In writing to his friend George 


Spalatin he admitted that his doc- 
‘trine was calculated to promote 
| strife and even rebellion. He said:
